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Judge Brunson casts deciding vote 


Tric of commissioners fail te change highway dept. 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept. 8, at the courthouse in Elba 
and listened as commission 
chairman Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson once again cast a dissenting 
vote to kill a motion to change the 
operation of the county highway 
department from its existing “‘unit 


system"’ to the ‘‘district system.”’ 
Six months ago the county 
engineer told the commission he 
would like to operate the highway 
department according to _ the 
guidelines listed under the unit 
system, and that he would like to 
move all county equipment out of the 
districts and to the county shop, 


where all work orders would be 
issued each day by the engineer. 
The engineer, Mac Rushing, 
stated the operation of the depart- 
ment would be more effective under 
the unit system's rules and asked for 
permission to implement his plan. 
The commission disagreed with the 
plan, apparently because it would

take away some of its powers, and 
split in the vote to change systems 
3-3. Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
cast the deciding vote in the matter 
and stated the county was under the 
unit system as prescribed by law-and 
should operate as such. 

Twice since the implementation 
of the system the commission has 
split on a vote to return the county 
highway department to its old 
workings, with equipment placed in 
each district, or work area; however, 
on both occasions Judge Brunson 
repeated his stand and cast the 
deciding vote to leave things as they 
are. 

At Monday's meeting, Com- 
missioner Jimmy Bryan made a 
motion to return operation of the 
highway department to the ‘‘district 
system’’ and to return all equipment 
to four work areas based on the miles 
of roads in each work area. Bryan 
stated the new system would replace 
the unit system, and also stated the 
county’s road funds should be 
divided among the four work areas 
equally, He stated such a change 
would have to be approved by the 
state legislature, but said, ‘‘I think 
such a move is necessary to put a 
handle on the growth of the 
budget.”’ ‘ 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
stated, ‘*I] think you're playing with 
dynamite due to the fact the county 
will soon have seven commissioners 
and seven districts. The timing of 
your plan is all wrong.”’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk agreed 
With Averett, stating, ‘‘It would be 
premature to try to work out such an 
agreement at this time because of 
the addition of the new 
commissioner. We're talking about 
slicing up the pie seven ways when 
the new commissioner comes 
aboard, and I just can’t go along with 


Council again discusses problems of household 


garbage pick up due to worn out equipment 


The Elba City Council met on 
Monday. Sept. 8, at City Hall, with 
the major topic of discussion again 
being the future of garbage 
collection service in the city. 

Mayor Bob English told the 
council, ‘‘We've either got to buy 
two new garbage trucks or get out of

the garbage business,’’ and reported 
two of the city’s garbage trucks were 
now broken down, 


The mayor gave each council 
member a contract concerning 
garbage pickup by a_ private 
company and asked the members to 


review the contract for any possible 
changes that might be needed. 


The council agreed if a bid is 
taken it should seek two prices - one 
with the contractor doing all pickup, 
and one with the contractor picking 
up only household garbage.

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night, September 4, and 
was faced with a rather bleak 
financial condition, The recently 
approved 1-cent sales tax passed by 
the Coffee County Commission will 
help, board members were told, but 
that tax is not now being collected. 


rhe school is at least three months 
away from actually having any of the 
funds to spend. 

The school board began the 
month of August with a $45,000 
balance in the bank, After paying the 
bills at the end of the month that 
balance had dropped to $15,000. 


Reagen to lead salute to Denton 


Sen. Jeremiah Denton's 
re-election campaign has confirmed 
that President Reagan will lead a 
“Salute to Jeremiah Denton"’ in 
Montgomery on September 18. 

The ‘‘salute’’ will be a large rally 
held at the Montgomery Civic 
Center, which seats over 7000 
people. According to a spokesman 
for the Denton campaign, the event 
will be ‘‘an old-fashioned patriotic 
celebration highlighting Sen. 
Denton's service to America.’’ The 
president is expected to focus on 
Denton’s national leadership and his 
support for conservative policies. 

Denton, traveling in southern 
Alabama, said he was ‘‘honored and 
humbled that President Reagan is 
coming to Alabama on my behalf.”’ 
He added that ‘‘President Reagan 
truly loves Alabama and the values 
we hold, People here support this 


* president because he fights for what 


we believe in,”’ 
The Denton campaign expects 
the presidential trip to be a real plus 


in the final weeks of the Senate 
campaign. ‘'The president's visit 
will surely be an outstanding event,” 
Denton said. 

The president is expected to 
attend a brief high-dollar event prior 
to the large rally at the Civic Center, 
The rally is planned for 4 p.m.

Supt. Crews noted that with school 
opening bills increase rather than 
decrease, 

Crews reported to board 
members that the system had 
experienced a ‘good opening of 
school,’’ and he was very pleased 
with the efforts of the staffs of the 
respective schools. Enrollment for 
the year is down by 19 students, The 
elementary school presently has 397 
on roll; middle school has 315 
students, and the high school reports

The board formally voted to move 
the observance of Veterans Day to 
Tuesday, November 11, from the 
previously announced Monday date. 
This was to comply with state law 
which sets Veterans Day observation 
on the 11th every year. 

The next meeting of the school 
board will be at 5 p.m. October 9. 


A representative of Wasteaway, 
a private collection firm, looked over 
the contract briefly and requested 
the council meet with two interested 
companies prior to sending out 
invitations to bid. 

The council agreed to meet with 
the two potential bidders and stated 
bids would be opened at the next 
meeting on Sept. 22.

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
said he had given the new plan six 
months to work, and felt it wasn’t 
best for Coffee County. Bradley did 
disagree with one part of Bryan’s 
motion, however, and amended the 
motion to split the equipment as 
stated, but not to divide the state 
road funds. After Bryan accepted 
his amendment, Bradley seconded 
the motion. 

Bryan, Bradley and Eagerton all 
voted for the motion, while Faulk, 
Averett and Stephens all voted 
against the it, swinging the future of 
the motion to Judge Brunson, who 
votes only in case of ties. Brunson 
again voted against the motion and 
promised to do the same if the 
motion came up again. 

After the motion died, Bryan 
made a motion that once the county 
got out of debt its share of the 
recently-passed l-cent sales tax 
would be dropped, leaving the tax at 
3/4-cent with all proceeds going to 
the county schools. Bryan said the 
county was $633,000 in debt at this 
time and the money was needed; 
however, once the debt was paid off 
the county’s share should end. The 
motion died for lack of a second. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
*k**accepted the low bid of $150 a 


month for pest control service from 
Kersey Bonded Termite of Opp; 
***accepted the low bid of $94,860 
from Hooper Construction of 
Andalusia for the resurfacing of 16 
miles of roads in rural Coffee 
County; 

*** resented a resolution to the Billy 
Paul Owens family in remembrance 
of Commissioner Owens’ dedicated 
service to Coffee County prior to his 
passing away while in office; 
*x**heard Judge Brunson state the 
county's voting machines were 
compatible for write-in ballots and 
that all poll officials would know the 
procedure to deal with write-in 
ballots, if needed in the November 
election;

‘dowser’ explained it as a baffling 
force that had pulled the instrument 
downward, indicating water. And 
sure enough, upon digging, the 
pinpointed area produced an endless 
water supply. It was located at 
exactly the 30 foot level the ‘witch’ 


had predicted by computing three 
feet deep per pace between the 
stick’s initial twitching and the time 
it pointed directly downward. 

After I'd told my personal story, 
the President could continue talking 
to the nation about the need for a 
Water Witches Corps. He could 
jeclare how it's now up to us to forge 
ahead---to rise above our present 
stop-gap tactics of overcoming water 
shortages by means of national 
hay-lifts, adopt-a-cow programs, and 
human consumption of gatorade. (1 
really believe a speech like this 
would rally Americans behind such a 
corps. It would eventually restore to 
our endangered land a_plentious 
supply of pure water, even during a 
dry summer, although, admittedly, it. 
might not initially be as exciting as 
paving $140,00 to name a beautiful. 
brown-eyed animal and then calling, 
toll-free, to hear your own adopted 
cow “‘talk."’) 

In concluding his national appeal, 
our great leader could announce that 
Congress had appropriated huge 
sums of money to undergird the 
training of thousands of volunteers 
in this recovery program designed to 
put ‘‘water in every pot---and plastic 
milk jug---around the country.’’ He 
could then introduce my good friend, 
Mr. Verlie, whom he had chosen to 
head up the demonstration, Mr 
President would explain that the 
good ole fellow is one of only a 
honafal aationally who still makes it 
u practice of locating spots for good 
wells of water by means of a “diving

rod.’’ He probably wouldn't mention 
that a prime factor in the man’s 
selection was any would-be critics’ 
frustration---with Mr. Verlie having 
a PHD and being a professor in a 
great university where he is rfe- 


spected---although he has repeatedly 
astounded his scientific cohorts by 
showing them they also have the 
ability to perform the puzzling, but 
sure-fire, feat of water witching. 
After being appointed head of the 
Water Witches Corps I suspect Mr. 
Verlie'd immediately call for all 
yolunteers to gather in a giant peach 
orchard in Alabama. There he'd 
begin to demonstrate the cutting of 
forked peach limbs to be used in the 


great National Water Search. While 
cutting the 12-15 inch prongs he’d 
give out the following information: 
“Some claim the ability of water 
witching, also known as ‘‘dowsing,”’ 
comes only through inheritance from 
a relative who previously had the 
ability. But ‘‘I'’ believe that anyone 
who will approach the task with an 
open mind, and who will patiently 
crisscross the land, can perform this 
great humanitarian act of locating 
vital underground water,’’ Mr. 
Verlie will continue. I can imagine 
him as he then firmly grasps two of 
the three prongs of the ‘'Y’’ he’s cut, 
and allows the third prong to point 
upward, free. He will then further 
explain, ‘Some folks disagree on 
using my favorite, the peach tree 
limb, and they choose a willow or a 
hickory for their tool. Either will 
work but the most important thing, I 
,think, is that it be green and 
flexible.”’ 

If | know Mr. Verlie, he will soon 
hasten to add: ‘'However, some 
water diviners use metal rods. Why, 
I've even heard of modernists taking 
coat hangers and twisting them into 
ninty degree angles. By holding two 
of these “L’s’’ pointing north in 
front of him the witcher walks across 
the land watching for the meta! forks 
to turn in oposite directions (one to 
the East, the other to the West.) 
When this happens it’s an indication 
of either the possibility of a future 
water well or the presence of already 
existing underground water pipes. 


I feel sure that my friend will at 
some point advise the weaklings to 
return to their homes, citing the 
heavy drain of physical energy that 
the locating of water, oddly-enough, 
takes from a ‘witcher.’ He'll also 
give some warnings about the 
difficulty of correctly interpreting a 
diving rod’s message when the water 
is exceptionally deep or when 
standing over an area where two 
underground streams crisscross. 

Mr. Verlie will probably then 
announce two associates who will 
help advise the volunteers learning 
to witch in the peach orchard. The 
first associate will be my young 
niece, Angela, who watched her 
paternal grandfather practice the 
«helpful craft and proved her pro. 
ficiency with it at the tender age ot 
three. She is well qualified to trave! 
throughout this land adding a 
‘women’s lib’’ angle to the 


previously predominant male trade. 
She will, undoubtedly, lead women 
from coast to coast to witch for their 
own water wells, ensuring that never 
again they'll run short on water to do 
the dishes. 

My brother, Bill, who, as a ycung 
lad, had training in water witchery 
from our neighbor, Mr. Tommy, will 
become the second associate. 
Having already served his nation in 
four foreign countries he is well 
qualified to become an international 
demonstrator in order to extend this 
wonderful Water Witches Corps to 
the entire thirsty world. 

The thousands of water witching 
volunteers initially trained in a peach 
orchard in Alabama will eventually 
fan out across this great nation to 
witch for water and locate sufficient 
reserve wells and springs to ensure a 
bountiful supply of water for all 
purposes, including a year-round 
irrigation of crops---even in the 
midst of a record drought. And then 
my dream will have become a reality. 
For just as the CC Corps eventually 
employed two million who built the 
bridges. the roads, and worked on 
the national forests that we are now, 
fifty years later, still enjoying---just 
so I envision that history will record, 
and the American people will one 
day observe as a national holiday, 
the day that President Reagan 
nullified the great drought’s effect 
by his wise establishment of a 
national Water Witches Corps.

Judge Green takes Magwood appeal under 


advisement , will announce sentence on Oct.2 


Convicted murderer Billy Joe 
Magwood returned to Elba on 
Wednesday morning, Sept. 17, for a 
re-sentencing hearing, and following 
approximately 20 minutes of 
proceedings. Judge Riley Green 
stated he would take the request for 
a lesser sentence under advisement 
and would continue the hearing on 
Oct. 2. at which time he will 
announce Magwood's new sentence. 

Magwood, convicted on June 2, 
1982. for the death of Coffee County 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, was 
originally sentenced to death in the 
Alabama electric chair, but has 
continually appealed the sentence, 
and on Aug. 12, 1986, was granted a 
re-sentencing hearing by the United 
States 11th Court of Appeals in 
Atlanta.

Seat belt usage up in Alabama 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Health, Office of Health Promotion 
ind Information, recently conducted 
surveys to determine the level of 
child safety seat and sext belt usage 
in Alabama The surveys are 
conducted every six months in the 
major metropolitan areas of 
Birmingham, Huntsville, Mobile and 
Montgomery. 

Surveys were also completed in 
medium size cities, small size towns 
and rural areas to assess the usage 
rate of a definable 
Alabama's population. 

Statewide usage of seat belts 
continues to show an_ increase. 
Presently usage is 19.4 percent, up 
from the 10.4 percent recorded in the 
first seat belt survey of May, 1983. 
Auburn was noted as having the 
highest usage rate of 29.6 percent, 
while Cullman was observed to have 
the lowest usage rate of 6.8 percent. 

The latest survey reported child 
safety seat usage to be 27.6 percent. 
Prior to the mandatory child safety 
seat legislation in July, 1982, safety 
seats were utilized by only eight 
percent of the children in Alabama.

According to Jim McVay, 
director of the Office of Health 
Promotion and Information, ‘‘The 
automobile accident is the leading 
cause of accidental death in 
Alabama.

In 
Alabama some 892 persons were 
kiled and 38,010 others were injured 
in some type of motor vehicle 
accident in 1985. This figure 
represents a 5.1 percent decrease in 
fatalities from the previous year. 

Until Alabamians begin to use 
safety devices on short and long 
trips, motor vehicle accidents will 
continue to be a major cause of death 
and injury in our state.
